Desperate efforts are being made by 
the big. steel, coal and coke interests 
controlling the bituminous mines to de- 
feat the ‘union’s attack, which is in- 
tended to shut off nearly a quarter of 
the country’s non-unign coal tonnage, 
expected chiefly to aid in tiding the 
country through the strike period. ; 

Strike. leaders announced. today that 
more than 25,000 of the upward of 50,- 
000 non-union miners in thig region have 
joined the walkout. These figures were 
not disputed by the coal operators and 
inquiries at the railroad and barge of- 
fices show that comparatively little non- 
union coal is moving out of the mining 
zone. 

Scores of meetings of non-union work- 
ers were addressed today by the more 
than twescore crack union organizers 
who have been sent into this region. 
These were: held in halls, on hillsides 
and on the highways adjoining the big 
coal. mines.. Hundreds of miners for the 
first time paid their $1 initiation dues 
and réceived their first union cards. 

While there has been no serious disor- 
der. since the strike started, the situa- 
tion is tense.

**Many of these fellows are young,’’ 
said one patrolman, whose views sum- 
marized those of the other policemen of 
his rank interviewed. ‘‘ and, having en- 


joyed good pay while the war was on, 

ome desperate when they find them- 
selves ‘ broke.” In the old days the 
law had an even or better chance with 
the hold-up man, but the automobile has 
changed all that. Now the law is up 
against it, it would appear, but the con- 
dition is not nearly as bad as it looks. 


Easy for Criminals to Get Cars. 


“‘Every policeman in the city knows 
how incredibly easy it is for a criminal 
to get an automobile. In almost every 
side street at any hour of the day or 
night you can find from one to a dozen 
unguarded cars. Those cars are ready 
for criminals who plan hold-ups, They 


are stolen, as a rule, -just for, the one 
job. They pass policemen to and from 
the robbery, but does anybody , believe 
that it would. be possible for the police 
to hold: up every car to establish the 
identity..of its occupants? These cars 
are. abandoned by criminals, as‘a general 
thing, within a few hours of the com- 
mission of a crime.” The Police De- 
partment is doing everything possible to 
induce automobile owners not leave 
. their are at the disposal of criminals, 
but owners continde to leave them 
in the streets just the same.

This is the answer of William T. Til 
den 2d to thg protest made by W. Dick- 
son. Cunningham, President of the 
Seventh Regiment Tennis Club, to the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association 
Executive Committee on the ground that 
Richards failed to keep his promise to 
play in the national indoor champion- 
ships. 

Mr. Cunningham has asked the na- 
tional Executive Committee whether the 
Philadelphia event was sanctioned in 
conflict with the national tourney, and 
demands that Richards be asked to ex- 
plain how it came that he turned down 
the New York event on the ground of 
illness and then played in this city. 

Tournament Was Sanctioned. 

‘Such a demand is entirely unjusti- 
fled,” declared Tilden today. ‘‘In the 
first place, the local tournament was 
sanctioned. It was necessary to post- 
pone it a week. That was all. HavVing\ 
been sanctioned, any player who desired 
to enter was eligible to. 

*‘I was instrumental in getting Rich- 

ards here,: Vinny had been ill and was 
not in the best condition. I went to him 
and told him he ¢ould not afford, in his 
physical condition, to risk a full week's 
play, and that our tournament was only 
three days’ long and would offer little 
strain upon him. He agreed with me 
and promised to come. 
** Meanwhile, he had entered the na- 
tional affair in doubles, paired with 
Frank Anderson. I objected to this 
after his promise to me and he decideu 
to default. But Cunningham had also 
entered him in the national indoor sin- 
gles without his consent, which is in 
direct violation gt the gules of the Metro- 
politan Association.-I myself heard Ricn- 
ards object to this and declare, twenty- 
four hours beforé the tournament began, 
that he would not play there. 

“To help out the New York tourna- 
ment, I went over myself with Sandy 
Wiener and played in doubles under 
conditions which were a great strain 
on Sandy. We were defeated by Hart- 
mann and Ewing, -a pair we should 
have beaten easily, as is shown by the 
fact that we took a set from Richards 
and Wallace Johnson here. 


“ Not National in Scope."

DEMORALIZING THE PUBLIC 
SERVICE. 

Secretary MELLON’s official denial 
that there is to be a *‘ shake-up ”’ in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, ‘com- 
parable to the as yet unexplained dis- | 
charges in the Bureau of Engraving, 
was doubtless issued primarily to re- 
assure the employés. From the stand- 
point of an executive, nothing can be 
worse than to have his force buzzing 
with rumors of sweeping changes. 
Men cannot do- good. work under 
such conditions. Mr. MELLON as a 
business administrator understands 
this perfectly, and sees the necessity 
of letting his subordinates. know that 
they will be protected in ‘their posi- 
tions so long as they stick to their 
jobs and are efficient. He doubtless 
was aware of the rising party de- 
mands for spoils, and had read Mr. 
ELMER Dover’s announcement of in- 
tention to throw a lot of Democratic’ 
clerks through the Treasury windows 
and pitchfork longing Republicans into 
their places. But it was not chiefly 
as an upholder of the civil service laws 
that ‘the Secretary issued his state- 
ment; he was thinking of discipline 
and steady work under him. 

The raging of insensate Repub- 
licans in Congress for ‘‘ the offices 
is-thus doubly demoralizing. It dis- 
regards the law governing in the mat- 
ter and seeks to ring it into con- 
tempt. It tramples upon party 
pledges and endeavors to make the 
President appear as one who would 
hold lightly his plighted word. But 
beyond all this, it alms a blow at the 
public service. It tends to render the 
Government emplofés . apprehensive 
lest they may be officially decapitated 
without notice. Nobody can do his 
best with a spoilsman’s sword hang- 
ing over him.

UNFINISHED SUBWAYS. 

The letter of- the Transit, Commis- 
sion to the Board of Estimate makes 
it plain. where responsibility lies for 
present rapid. transit conditions. 
Traffic is congested and: forced into 
unnatural routes fof lack of use of 
existing facilities. Trackless subways 
and tunnels, existing, paid for and 
kept idle for lack of trifling additions 
to money already spent, are worse 
than seatless passengers. Seventeen 
millions have been. spent on the Four- 
teenth Street route tunnel, and the 
cars might have been running months 
ago. The city is paying $2,000 inter- 
est daily, and not getting what it has 
paid for. This particularly concerns 
Mayor's home borough. The 
opening of the Fourteenth Street, 
route. would be as great a boon to 
Brooklynites as the ending of the 
Forty-second Street shuttle would be 
to Manhattanites. Both irritations are 
kept raw for the.lack of inconsider- 
able sums of money withheld for the 
benefit of lawyers and politicians. It 
is a tragedy of errors. 

To take another example, the Livo- 
nia line cannot be operated as far as 
it is completed for lack of a mere 
signal tower and service yard. In all 
there. are twoscore such contracts 
for amounts so trivial that a dozen 
of them call for only $300,000. Such 
petty matters keep out of full use ex- 
isting facilities which have cost hun- 
dreds of millions. The city is made to 
think that the fault lies solely with 
the operators of the subways. The 
fact is that the city makes their task 
affticult—all but impossible—by fail- 
ure to supply them with the tracks 
for which .the contract calls. . The 
Board of Estimate refuses requisitions 
for contract funds, usually without 
explanation. In other proceedings 
city officials have said that its law- 
yers doubt the validity of the law un- 
der which the Transit.

“THE MENTAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 

* Commissioner Cousr calls’ attention 
to the peril which he finds in the, pro- 
posed amendment of /the Mental De-, 
ficiency Idw. It must be .admitted 
that unscrupulous indivifiials: might 
iry.to take advantage of the pro- 
vision -which. permits any one’ to 
** lay information ” befgre a Magis- 
trate that-a ‘‘ person is apparently a 
mental defective,” but it is hardly 
conceivable that a Police. Magistrate, 
however ** unfriendly," would commit 
such a person temporarily “ without 
making an inquiry which would satisfy 
him that ‘the person was in reality a 
mental .defective: The letter of the 
amendment is, however, merely that if 
it ** appears” to the Magistrate that 
such person is ‘‘ apparently a mental 
defective,”:he shall commit. Thus, any 
one, even a stranger, ‘may cause to 
be haled before a Magistrate any per- 
son who is ‘‘ apparently ’* a mental 
defective, and the Magistrate may 
forthwith commit. After the commit- 
ment has béen made it will be left to 
experts to make the deeision. The 
** such person *’ will, however, mean- 
while have been placed under legal 
suspicion of being mentally defective. 
It is possible that this procedure 
upon ‘* appearances’’ might do great 

Protection is, of course, to be looked 
for in the conscientiousness of Magis- 
trates, but that may not be suffi- 
cient. They are not experts. Addi- 
tional assurance is, however, given by 
the fact that a similar provision with 
regard to,the insane has been opera- 
tive in the State for many years, and 
without serious abuse. , The. purpose 
of this mental defective amendment is 
presumably to give such authority 
especially to social workers who are 
distressed because rio one will bring 
before the proper authorities persons 
who should have such care and train- 
ing as their low mental condition re- 
quires. Although there-is room for 
abuse in the bill as drawn, it would 
seem that if-the other provisions of 
the amendment are wholesome they 
should not be sacrificed to what may 
be only an unjustified fear which a 
trial for a year or two will entirely 
remove. If not, there can be further 
amendment. , 


THE EXACTING TURK. 

Angora has accepted the allied plan 
for a Greco-Turkish armistice—with 
reservations.: Fairly stiff reservations 
they are, too. Under the original plan 
both sides were to. hold their present 
lines, for the moment, except for such 
slight withdrawals as to leave a neu- 
tral zone ten kilometers wide between 
the two armies. 
Greek, Turkish and allied officers was 
to meet in Constantinople and arrange 
for the evacuation of Anatolia by the 
Greeks, 

This, of coufse, would have required 
some time, especially as the evacua- 
tion of Anatolia is essentially a matter 
for the terms of peace, which have‘not 
yet been accepted, rather than for an 
armistice. But the Nationalist Turks 
now demand that the evacuation of all 
Asia Minor, including Smyrna, must 
be complete within four months, and 
that the GreeKs must have cleared out | 
of their present positions along the 
main line of. the Anatolian. Railroad 
‘within two weeks.. If* this’ position 
were given up, it would be immensely 
difficult for the Greeks to renew the 
war, What the Turks are asking, 
then, is virtually that.a large part of 
the peace settlement be incorporated 
in the armistice terms, and that the 
Greeks be put in a position where fur- 
ther fighting is impossible. ; 

These are terms that could reason- 
ably be, demanded by a victor, but 
hardly by one of the belligerents in a 
war which, ;from the purely. military 
viewpoint, has-been brought to no de- 
cision. If the Greeks accept. them, it 
will be proof that they feel ‘that fur- 
ther fighting is impossible. They will. 
be admitting the loss of the war. If 
they do not accept, it {shard to see 
what. the allied conference ¢an do 
about it. There is no final argument 
in ‘Anatolia but force.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—In the pres- 
ence of President and Mrs. Harding, 
high Government officiais and scientists 
and explorers ef note, a’ memiorial to 


a Rear Admiral Robert E.’ Peary was un- 


veiled at his grave ih Arlington National 
Cemetery this afternoon, the thirteenth 
anniversary of the intrepid naval ex- 
plorer’s discovery of thé North Polé. 

Among the guests at the Ceremony, 
which was ‘under the auspices of’ the 
National Geographic Society, were Mrs.' 
Peary and Matt Hensen, Peary’s negro 
body servant, who was the only other 
man with the explorer on the last leg 
of the dash to the Pole. 

The monument was unveiled by the 
Admiral's daughter, Mrs. Edward Staf- 
ford, named Marie Ahnighito, the “* snow 
baby,’’ who was born further north than 
any other white’ child. 

The symbolic design of this monument 
was conceived by Admiral Peary during 
his last illness and suggestions for it 
were dictated to. his wife, herself an 
Arctic traveler of note, three weeks be- 
fore he died in 1920.

WASHINGTON, April 6,—Establish- 
ment of a privately owned merchant. 
marine through Government aid, as pro- 
posed by President Harding, and the 
Shipping Board, .would necessitate a 
maximum Treasury outlay of $52,000,000 
annually, Senate and ‘House committees 
considering the Ship Subsidy pill were 
told today by Chairman’ Lasker of the 
board. Enactment of the legislation, 
however, he\ contended, would put an 
end to the $50,000,000 yearly ‘loss the 
Shipping: Board is sustaining in operat- 
ing its vessels. ‘ 

Pressed by Representative Davis of 
Tennessee, a Democratic member of the 
House Merchant Marine Committee, for 
an estimate of the probable cost of the 
Administration’s program, Mr. Lasker 
gave general totals, with an explanation 
that experts would give details later. 


Suggesting that the Chairman’s esti-. 


mate did not take \inté’ consideration’ 
“indirect aids’’ provided for in the 
bill, 
value would be. 

“It’s useless to try to .estimate,’’ Mr. 
Lasker replied, adding that funds for 
“ indirect aids’ would not come from 
the Government. Instead of increasing 
the burden’on the Treasury, he held, 
such aids would help increase the 
nues of shipping ‘companies, which, un- 
der the bill, wotl@ be required, when 
their net return.exceeded 10 per cent., -

$5,000,000 now paid for transpdrtation of 
certain classes of foreign mails and §3,- 
000,000 in construction charges...” 


Wenld Cut Income Tax Receipts. 


Accounting for the remaining $10,000,- 
000, the Chairman explained that it was 
expected deductions amounting to this 
figure would be made in income taxes 
payable by shipping companies. The bill 
ptovides for such deductions. 

The cost of maintaining the merchant 
marine naval reserve, which would be 
created by the bill, would be defrayed 
from the merchant marine fund, the 
committees were informed, and would 
not cause an additional outlay from the 
Treasury. -Cost of maintaining the re- 
serve, Mr. Lasker estimated, would not 
exceéd $3,000,000 annually 

While passage of the bill pool require 
an’! expenditure of $52,000, a year at 
most, the added burden on De Tr ry, 
the. Chairman said, would appro te 
$47,000,000, as Government now ex- 
pends $5,000, of the amount which 
would be turned into the merchant 
marine fund. for transportation of for- 
elgn mails.

Denial by Mellon of Impentting 
Drastic Changes Has Heart-

MOTION TO DISMISS LOST 
Stimson Contends Associations 
Made “Competition: Broader 


and More Intelligent.” 





Opening statements’ for the Govern- 
ment and the defense were made to the 
Court and. jury yesterday at the trial 
for alleged violation of the Sherman 


and nineteen corporations, members of 
the ‘Cement Manufacturers’ / Protective 
Association. Federal Judge John C. 
Knox presided and /denied the motion 
to dismiss the indictment made by 
Goldthwaite, Higginson Dorr. 

Roger Shale, Special Assictant. United 
States Attorney General, then sketched 
the history ‘of the cement industry. He 


show that there’ had been. no semblance 
of competition among the defendants for 
several years. 

The Portiand Cement Association, said 
Mr. Shale, of which the defendants 
were members, advocated and discussed 
at its annual meeting the increase of 
prices, curtailment of production and the 
withholding of cement fromthe market, 
as well as a uniform code of “ trade 
practices,’? which Mr. Shale alleged 
practically shut out competition. 

The Cement Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was designated’ by Mr. Shale as a 
** smoke screen ’’ behind which the work 
of eliminating competition was carried 
on. 

Colonel Henry L. Stimson, for the de- 
fendants, denied the charge. He. said 
he would prove that there had been keen 
competition between, the defendants at 
all times; that profits have been ex- 
earn d low, the average return in 1919 
being but 7 per cent. on invested capital 

and only 5 per cent.-in 1920; that during 
ithe period of post-war inflation the 
manufacturer’s price of cement rose less 
than almost any other commodity, and 
that the two associations to which the 
defendants belonged, ‘*instead of being 
devised as instruments to suppress‘com- 
petition, have been used to make com- 
petition broader and more intelligent.’”’ 

The work of the cement associations 
was directly in line with recommenda- 
tions made in public by former Chair- 
man Edward N. Hurley ,of the Federal 
Trade Commission, said Colonel Stim- 
son. He said that Mr. Hurley had ad- 
dressed the Portland Cement Associa- 
tion and commended its activities. He 
asserted that every. step taken aa: the 
Cement Manufacturers’ Protectiv 
sociation had been communicated to the 
Federal Trade Commission .and steno- 
graphic minutes of all its meetings or 
with the commission, . together 
copies of its statistics.
